Frances (Sissy) Farenthold, the 
first woman ever nominated 
to the U.S. vice presidency, 
vehemently echoed the feelings 
of some fifteen hundred CSUS 
quad iunchers yesterday 
afternoon when she said, “I 
hope this country repudiates the 
demagoguery of Richard Nixon 
come November 7th.” 

Her candidacy for the vice 
presidency prompted by three 
students at Baylor University 
and, although she lost the 
nomination, Sissy still feels she 
has a great deal to contribute to 


the Democratic party.

19 and 22. “If you vote 
McGovern, you vote the defeat 
of Proposition 22, the 
farmworkers initiative.’’ She said 
it benefits only the rich 
‘*fat-cats’’ who are out to 
discredit any union the 
farraworkers can pull together. 


While back in Texas, she did 


not hesitate to support reform 


of the Marijuana laws and for

Proposition 19 she says, “That's 
OK, I got plastered in Texas 
trying to get the possession laws 
reduced. Do you know 
possession is considered a felony 
and carries a two-year to life 
sentence in Texas?!.. She thinks 
it should at least be reduced to a 
misdemeanor. 


After this brief, but interesting 
session with students Mrs. 
Farenthold was ushered to a 
waiting car and whisked off to 
UC Davis for more

‘Economic Growth... 
Accelerated Injustices...’

A sell-out crowd of 1,800 
listened to the gaunt, ruffled 
Harvard graduate, and consumer 
champion, Ralph Nader, talk on 
“Environmental Hazards -- Man 
made and Man Remedied,” 
Sunday night at UCD’s Freeborn 
Hall. 

His primary targets were again, 
the auto industry, pollution, and 
bureaucracy, but this lecture 
added education and citizenship 

Early in his lecture he noted 
the strange’ paradox in our 
country of economic growth and 
accelerated injustices. He stated 
that , “It’s not usually the way 
the script is supposed to be 
read.”” Instead of reduction in

Nader went on to say that to 
solve problems, “there must be 


relatively new environmental 
hazards. 

“Definitions of permissible and 
impermissible forms of violence 
and violence itself could be a 
theme in the educational 
process.” 

In describing styles of violence, 
he charged that ‘no city is safe 
from General Motors, but 
General Motors is not on the 
FBI’s ten most wanted list.” 
Their crime is the “process of 
avoiding technical devices 
available to reduce known 
devastating contaminations in 
the existing consumer 
products.” 

Speaking of permissible 
violence he submits the 
philosophy that if it is “not 
detected it does not exist.” His 
example; “Although Columbus 
was said to have discovered 
America in 1492, we did not 
discover hunger until 1967.” 

A controversy is seated in the 
double standard of the law. For 
example, “It is a crime for an 
individual to relieve himself or 
herself in river, it is not a crime 
for corporations to relieve 
themselves in a river.” His 
attorney-like summation was 
that “of course, the individual 











has a much stronger case for 
duress than any corporation.” 
Nader further pointed to a 
1899 law prohibiting dumping in 
navigable waterways. Another 
sleeping giant, the law was not 
discovered by the justice 
department until 1969, 
producing 250 court cases and 


George McGovern will spend 
roughly an hour with his 
supporters in the Sacramento 
area this Thursday at a “Beer ‘N’

According to Eric Andrus of 
McGovern-Shriver headquarters,

an estimated 40,000 violators a 
day. This, he concludes in a 
“massive breakdown in law and 
order.” 

Entering a new area of concern, 
he questioned individual 
citizenship, saying that our 
society is much too complex for 
good citizenship to rest on 
voting and obeying the laws. 

We think nothing of spending 
20 hours a day to bean Olympic 
swimmer or chess champion, but 
a few hours a week on good 
citizenship would be pretty 
extreme. “‘It is almost a 
syndrome of our society,” he 
stated, “the town fool, the town 
drunk, and the town citizen.” 

It is bad enough that “we do 
not emulate citizenship” but we 
also have ‘‘no correlation 
between patriotism and 
citizenship but rather the 
correlation is between patriotism 
and military victories.” 

Children grow up believing this, 
he commented, when the “real 
essence of patriotism is the 
citizenship here at home. The 
way a country operates her and 
abroad is very, very related to 
how it is structured.”

Chavez himself dropped out of 
C.K. McClatchy High School and 
later spent nearly 10 years 
attending classes part-time in 
order to complete high school 
requirements. He strongly 
believes that lack of 
encouragement and low morale 
caused him to become 4 
drop-out and is hopeful that the 
Youth-Science Project will keep 
its participants in school. 

In 1968, Chavez enrolled at 
CSUS under the Educational 
Opportunity Program. A year 
later, he organized the Chicanito

Q. What observations have you 
made about CSUS campus that 
reflect well on it? 

A. It’s a beautiful campus, 
Physically. There’s an excellent 
faculty here. However, | do 
sense some bitterness and fatigue 
among some faculty members

develop on the campus, even 
with the instability in the 


leadership. We still have good 
solid faculty here who have kept 
right on doting their jobs.

I want to bring to the 
students some very specific 
kinds of challenges. We can’t 
really articulate relevant and 
contemporary missions for this

Q. Is there any possibility of 
reviving the Pan African 
Students Union program? 

A. There cannot be, according to 
federal regulations, racially 
distinct or ethnically distinct 
EOP programs. With the limited 
number of resources we have at 
this university, it’s best that we 
have a coordinated Program, 
designed to meet individual 
student needs, rather than 
having the resources split in any 
way by ethnic or other lines. I’ve 
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appointed an EOP task force to 
re-evaluate the whole EOP 
Program, with the idea of 
re-designing it, coming up with 
the best kind of overall service 
for our students that we can 
develop. Our task really is to 
deal with areas in which students 
need to strengthen their skills 
and their backgrounds, so that 
they can compete with the 
general student body as quickly 
as possible. | want them to lose 
their identity as EOP students 
just as quickly as possible 

Q. What specific changes do you 
plan for CSUS’s departments? 
A. A number of specific 
suggestions have to

Opponents also point out that 
just like the old marijuana laws, 
the new death penalty law will 
be too extreme for some jurors 
and cause them to vote for 
acquittal rather than execution.

In an all-out attempt to curb 
Federal Spending before the 
election, the President signed 
into law yesterday, a bill giving 
veterans an across-the-board 
increase of approximately 26%. 
This will increase Veteran's 
transfer payments by $2.5 billion 
during the next five years 

The increases were announce 
late yesterday by the Veteran's 
Affairs Regional Office in San 
Francisco. The bill had been on 
the President's desk for some 
time, but signing was held off 
until Veteran’s Day in order to 
give the money more meaning 

The new monthly rate of pay 
will include: $220 for the single 
vets: $261 for married vets, 
$298 (married with one 
dependent); and $18 for each 
additional dependent.
